robbers and wounded three or fouroth- 
ers. 
The bandits 
robbed the store of 


everything 
valuable. 
They 
also 
at 


the 
same 
time robbed 
three or four 


settlers in the vicinity, and 
shot 
one 


of them, but not fatally, 
it appears 


that the same gam* of robbers, 
one or 


twodays previous to the attack on the 
Gaskills, brutally murdered 
Mr. Le- 


claire and ex-Judge Sosa,who 
were ou 


their way to this city from Lower Cal* 
ifornia. 
Much apprehension 
is felt by 


the settlers all along the line. 
Two of 


the robbers were caught the next day 
after the attack and taken 
in charge 


by the Sherifl' of this county. 
The 


next night the guard was overpowered 
and the robbers 
hung 
by unknown 
parties. 
Threats of retribution have 


been 
made. 
Lower California 
has 


long 
been a refuge for criminals and 


desperadoes.

near the boundary line, nearly all of 
whom 
were American 
citizens.

late it appears 
that 
a considerable 


number of Sonorians 
have come 
into 


Lower California. 
They are generally 


well armed,

many believe that 


they are the cause of the present trou- 
hles. 
Humors 
of political 
troubles 


and an impending revolution in Low- 
er California are rife. 
However thut 


may be, it is quite evident

radoes have organized for robbery and 
plunder.
